Math Concepts Taught

teaching of mathematics. This 
program will also involve 
pupils in various grades. 
master teachers, and 100 part- 
icipating teachers who will en_ 
roli-for college credit. 

Under similar organization, 
the college and the Saeramen- 
to City Schools will provide 
opportunity for 60 teachers 
for a four weeks’ period to 
observe master teachers at 
work with typical classes em- 
phasizing clinical techniques 
in reading.
